Till': SUCCJ^SS IN EGYPT. 

Ileceiit dispatches bring tlie agrceablo 
nows tiiat the first encounter of the 
liali ti-oopa with tliose of El Mitlidi liavc 
liL'uii siicLfaafiil, !iud tile rylief ia iimro 
as tliiTi' havt? bueii aoiiie iiua- 
giviiigs about till! aituation, arising in a 
gitjak tnesisure, no dmibt, from tlie ru- 
niembrance of uiifortiinuto oventa wiiich 
iiavu already transpired. Tlio advance of 
(Jeiierul Oraliani .seems to have been con- 
ducted with skill and circumspection and 
the li'iiupa soon found a very obstinate foe 
opposed to them, 'i'lie rebel practice with 
shells from a ivrupp ^mi with wiiich they 
opened the ball seems to have been very 
commendable and soon made work for 
the surgeons. Tiio bravery of tiio rebels 
seems to have e.\cited general admiration. 
NoiuMif tbeiii bi 1 ed, and in spite of the 
heavy tire some of them even got within a 
few paces of the British square. In the 
attack on the rebels' works they fought 
with nil the fury and contempt of life 
which fanaticism inspires, and a terrible 
nieice of bayonets and spears took place. 
The rebels, in fact, could only be killed, 
until after an hoiir'a hard lighting they 
finally gave way leaving two Krup[) guna 
in the lianda ot the lintish and having 
autl'ered much havoc from the Martini, 
Henri and the gat ling gun. There was 
of course a pursuit and at the wells of Teb 
they made tlieir last stand. iSomo of the 
incidents of the tight on the part of the 
rebels were full of dramatic heroism, such 
as the Arab sheiks advancing empty hand- 
ed before tlieir men, to show that they 
boru charmed lives, though they must 
have known the bayonet thrust awaited 
them; or the throe mounted rebels who 
stood before the sliock of two cavalry 
charges and killed several men besides, 
Wounding Col. Harrow, before they bit 
the dust. But their bravery was all in 
vain and they had to sullenly retire before 
the steady advance of (ieneral (irahaiu 
with the English troop.s, to both of whom 
the thanks of tiie English ministry are 
due for lifting them oil' the bonia of a 
very ugly dilemina But a 1 ri liant vie 
tory which has tirst to serve as an apology 
for needless disasters and loss of life, must 
ever be regarded rather with feelings of 
relief than those of congratulation. At an 
additional outlay of valuable lives and 
mollify expenditure we have now had a 
taste of El Mahdi and hia men, ourselves, 
and are better able to appreciate the 
feelings of the miserable Egyptian fel- 
lahs who were literally dragged in chains 
out into the desert to be massacred or 
shut lip in isolated fortified places only to 
surreiiderlo a similarfate oralarvein order 
that they might realize the tender mercies 
of homo rule, to which they had been 
abandoned by a liberal English govern- 
ment to save expenses. In regard to the 
troops now in Egypt it must be remem- 
bered that owing to changes, wise or un- 
wist", the Engli.sli uriiiy is essentially a 
young army, in a great measure destitute 
of the moral support which the long ser- 
vice man and the veterans used to give to 
the armies of Wellington and other gen- 
erals of the past. If, therefore, there 
was some crowing over Tel-el- Kebir, it 
was in some .'lorL that of boys who had 
won their first battle, and the youngsters 
that withstood El Mahdi and his tiery 
Arabs by the wells of Teb will doubtless 
deserve all the honors that will be ac- 
corded them.

To THE linridii:— As you have hilherlo 
been very lilieral in giving siiace in yonr 
widtdy (!ireiihitcd paper for tlie discnsaion 
of the waller tpieation, viz. temperance, 
will you oblige by giving space for dis- 
cussing baptism, i. e. initnergion. 

Perhaps you are already aware that the 
subject, has been before the jniblic for the 
last tliriie Sundays in a serit's of lectures 
delivered at the Eirst Presbyterian Church 
in this city, and the lecturer delivered to 
his hearers what he believed to be taught 
in till! scriptures respecting the baptism 
subject and mode.ftnd finding the lecturer 
so much in error relative to the question, 
I thouglit it would be advi.sal)le to venti 
late it more for the good of all followers 
of Christ, as in these days there are so 
many blinil loaders of the blind, leading 
the people to take analogy for fact that 
it would be well for all to study for them- 
selves. 

The baptism that it is our duty to con- 
sider, was instituted by .lesus Christ in 
the command in Matt. 28, 19 21, "Go ye 
therefore, and teach all nations, baptising 
them in'tho name of the Father and of the 
.Son, and of the Holy Spirit," also in 
Mark, IGth chapter, 15 and 10 verses. 
"And he said unto them, go ye into all 
the world and preach the gospel to every 
creature. '"JJe that believelh and is baptis- 
ed shall be saved, but he that belioveth not 
shall be damned." These two passages, 
to my mind, fully settle the subjects" for 
baptism without further evidence, but 
much more can bo adduced. Now let us 
consider the ceimnand as understood by 
the apostles in Acts, 2rid chapter .'iS to 'M 
verses, we tind I'eter, when asked the 
c|ueation, "What shall we doi he said un- 
to them, repent and be b.iptiaod, every 
one of you, ' leaving out analopty. It is 
evident these wore old enough to ask the 
question, and capable of belief. Probably 



the Rev. Lecturer will be more inclienod 
to take the next verse as more in accor- 
dance with hia theory, as the promise is 
there given to children and to all that are 
afar off even as many as the Lord our C!od 
shall call. Whateverhe may find, I consider 
the latter clause of the verse ia the proof 
as to the subject. Take again the case of 
the Etheopian Eunuch nnd there is 
clear evidence as to the subject. The 
Rev. Lecturer sooincd inclined to ridicule 
immersion of the Eunuchs, but that oc- 
cured in a climate where a bath in the 
middle of the day would bo very enjoy- 
able. Taking it for granted, as the Rev. 
Lecturer does, that he did not change his 
attire, although there is no proof that he 
did not. Enough has been adduced in 
proof of the subject. Now let us consider 
the mode, and 1 will now quote the fol- 
lowing passages for ovidenco, Rom. (ith 
chapter, 3-G verses. Know ye not tiiat 
so many of us as were baptised unto Jesus 
Christ baptised unto his death, therefore 
wo are buried with him 
by baptism unto death; that like as t'liri.sl 
was raised uj) Irom tlie dead by tlie glory 
of the Father, even so we also .slimiUl 
walk in newness of life," fur' if we have 
boon planted together in the likeness of 
his death, we shall be also in the likeness 
of his resurrection. Knowing this that 
our oltl man is crucified with him, that 
the body of sin might be destroyed, that 
henceforth we should nut serve sin. 
The ordinance of baptism bein.; a .symbol 
of .lesus Christ's death, burial and restire- 
rectioii,it is obvious from the above quotn,- 
tion as to what the Ordinance was intend- 
ed to convey. 

The Rev. Lecturer diveto on infant 
baptism, but I must in fairness ask tor 
proof as all the early history of the 
church is against it. Tlib late Dean Stan- 
ley, one of the most able soholnrs of the 
day, entirely supported imnioraion as well 
as many able scholars of all domomina- 
tions.

EASTERN STATES. 

Wasiiisuton, Feb. 29. — The post oflico 
appropriation bill prepared by the com- 
mittee, appropriates §10,500,000 t.i pay 
liostiiiastcrs. The maximum salary is 
§1,000. The aL;i:regato appropriation 
reoonimended by ^the'bill is §45,201,900. 
Estimates for 1H85 were §50,002,180. 

The house committee on public lands 
has agreed to report to the house a bill 
declaring forfeited nil that part of the 
Northern Pacific railroad grant that was 
unearned by the 4th of July, 1879, when 
the grant expired. If the bill to be re- 
jiorted should paas, it would result in the 
forfeiture of lands of the company west 
of Bismarck. The bill contains u provi- 
sion protecting the rights of aettlers wlto 
have bought land from the railroad com- 
pany. It is considered doubtful if the 
bill can pass the house, and it is (luite 
certain that it will never be agreed to by 
the senate. While there is a determina- 
tion upon the [lart of congress to revoke 
all unearned land grants, there is a gen- 
eral feeling that an exception should be 
made in the case of the Northern Pacific, 
which has failed to build its road within 
the required time bocau.se of the iianic of 
1S7<I, and which has since completed the 
work in good faith. The vote in the com- 
niitteo was seven to four in favor of for- 
feiture. 

Pi rrsin ito, Feb. 29. - Coal miners of 
the third pool inaugurated a strike to-day 
fur the district price of throe and oiio- 
fiiurth cents per bushel. Fifteen hundred 
men an; out, and only twenty-two are 
working. \u entire pool assessment of 
one dollar per week for each miner of the 
three other pools has been made to sup- 
))ort the strikers, and if this fails general 
aus|)ension will bo ordered.

In almost 
every caso they take places that would 
otherwise be tilled by men, and the efl'oct 
is a ruinous competition among wage 
workers . 

.Making ready-made clothing occu|)ie.s 
5500 women; cloak making, 2500; mon'a 
furnishing goods, 2500; saluawomen in 
stores, 2500; restaurants and hotels, 3000: 
cigars and tobaeoo manufacturers, 80O; 
millinery, 1800; and almost every occu- 
pation has its quota. Those svoinen v.-ork 
for one-half the waijea men would accept, 
and are rapidly invading audi other lielda 
as bookk(!eping, stenography and tolo- 
gra[)hy. Women work for whatever they 
can get, and as they are not capable of 
forming trades unions they continually 
cut each other's throats. Nearly one- 
half of the working women of Chicago are 
out of work to-day, many having been 
dischargecl after the holiday work was 
dune.

The Caipenievs' Strike. 

For some time it has been known to many 
that a notice had been served upon the sev- 
eral contractors and employers by their 
employees that a demand was to be made 
for a reduction of tho hours of labor equal 
to one hour per day. By some it was sup- 
posed that tho matter Avas one that would 
blow over, especially as there were a largo 
number of carpenters and joiners in the city 
out of emploj-ment. However, notices were 
posted on Saturday calling for a meeting of 
the brotherhood for that evening. The 
meeting was large!}' atti'iided and its pro- 
ceedings are .said lo havi^ been entirely uuiini- 
mous. .After the whole situation was 
discussed calmly it was resolved that tho 
notice served upon the eiiii)loyers some 
time ago ahould take elVeet from and after 
Monday morning, and that unless the wish- 
es of the brotherhood were complied with a 
general strike would ensue, and the men go 
out tmtil their demands were grunted. 

It was known that of the eighteen con- 
ctnctors and employers, eight were for 
gUautiug the eoneessioii, eight were nude- | 
cidul until il was known what course the I 
others were going to tiike, while two wore 
positively adverse to the shortening of the 
Ikhus. 

On Monday morning tin- mondiurs of the 
luotherliood made the deeison of the nioel- 
ing kiiowji to their eiiiployers. The two 
lirms already referred to not aeipiiescing in 
the demaud so made by their men, a general 
strike took place. During tho day they 
were to be seen on the street corners in 
gronps disonssiug tho situation and appar- 
ently determined to carry their point. It 
was learned from the oftlcers of the associa- 
tion that each member was acting on his own 
responsibility, ami that the einiiloyers had 
no cause to complain of the lu-lioii of the 
brotherhood, as they had had auiiile time to 
consider the matter. 'i'he constitution of 
of the brotherhood gave them th privilef,'i> of 
only giving a ilay's notice in making a 
change, iustead of which they had six 
weidis. They further ci.uisidered that as 
.S or !l hours were now the almost universal 
law, and the British ('olnmbia timbnr being 
so hard to work, completely exhausting u 
man's energies in ton hours, they were ask- 
iiif^ nothing unreasonable. l''ailing in 
being able to carry their point they had de- 
Icnnined Vo olguni/e themselves into all 
( ni|iloyiuenl and hiiilding assoeialioii and 
thus protect their own lalior. which lo llieni 
was capital. It was further ar-.eertaiued that 
the inipressi(m that !dl Ihe joiners were re- 
ceiving an unifcuiu wage of ^'J M pel day 
was incorrect, many receiving but DO and 
SU 2.'>; the pay being regulated according to 
capability, and that the association did not 
wish to dictate to their employers the rale 
each should receive. The men are a highly 
respectable looking class, possessed of iu- 
tt.'lligeiice, and many express the hoiie that 
ere long they may be contractorri iheinsi-lves, 
for which |)iii-pos(i they came lo this prov- 
ince. 

The bidtlierliood here,liiinilH'rs Ti'i mem- 
bers, and, with the exception of a couple, 
all are out now on strike. 

.\ mi.'eling was held last ni^!hl at BagnaU's 
hall which was largely attended by the 
brotherhood and others, who were non- 
mcndx-rs, there being about 2(10 ])reH(mt. 
It was resolved to telegraph tho uuious in 
San l''raucisco, Chicago, New York, Ontario, 
Manitoba, Seattle and Taeoiua advising 
them of the state of all'ails here. Many 
who hillierto have been non-union men 
joined last evening, while others expre-.sed 
their iuteiition of ctmiiiig in. A picket 
coiiiniittee was formeil \vll(^^e duties are to 
Whit on ni'W arrivals, assist such as ar(.' in 
want of aid, ccpUect informal ion of inlerest 
to the society and such other work as may 
be reipiisito. St. .lames' Hall has been 
leased for the tise of the brotherhood. The 
two union men who did not come out were 
expelled from the union. A gcutlenmn 
present, who is an oxtoiiHivo employer, 
stated that in a few days he would lie able 
to give emiil(iyiiu>nt to ID additional men to 
those he now hail. The ]u-omiueiit men in 
the niovcnieiit, and the large miiiority of the 
union, aro idd residents of the coiiiilry. 
Thi-y eoiisiderd that what was fair in Seatle, 
Tacoiiia and I'ortlaiid, was fair here. The 
eari)entors in these places are union men, 
ami the niiu^ hoius movement would be in 
force on tho tirst of .April. 

TlIK KMI'I.OVKRS' VKKSION. 

Those of tl»e employers who refused ac- 
ceding to the demand of the brotherhood 
claim that doing so would be equivalent to 

an advance of 11) per cent, in thoir pay 
roll; that not being able to use their 
maeliiin-iy but '.1 hours instoad of 11^-^ 
hours, as is done elsewhere on Ihe coast, they 
Would he handicapped by two and a half hoars 
i-aeh day, rendering it diirenlt to compete 
with for(dgn establishments. That while 
there is considerable talk about building, 
trade at present is anything but brisk, nor is 
the outlook for a busy season so very enecair- 
aging as many would wish it to be. They 
think the time chosen by the men asking an 
advance as very inopportune. Ijast season 
an advance of 50 cents per day was elu-er- 
fiilly {;iven to most of tho men. (renerally 
speukme the men areallowe(l t(( worli along 
ipiietly witlndil being driven tyruiiieally, us 
is done in many parts, especially across the 
lines, where trade at present in the biiilibia; 
line i;i excessively (lull, and wbere hundreds 
are out (if employment who will only bt- too 
happy to visit this city and accept wink at 
current rates, rather than be idle, thus till- 
ing the places of many good, trusty men, 
who have gone out on strike and thereby 
compel them to leave tho city. Also, that 
prices at which contracts in jjrogress of 
(ajiiiph.-tiou wore taken at, they aro coiii|ielh'd 
to l;eep down exiieiises to save tlieliiscdves 
from loss. 

.Many of the strikers they say have been for 
a considerable time employed in tho aiiufiu - 
turing establisbliieiils in the city, while 
others have Ix-eii only a few months in 

liie eolintry.

LoN t>o.v, ]\Iarch ;i. — Authorities offer a 
reward of £1,000 for the detection of the 
authors of the dynamite outrages. 

London, March 3. — The American em 
basay has received no information in re- 
gard to llio re|)ortoiI ooinmiiiiication of 
the lOngliah oovernmeiit to W'ashiiiotoii 
relative to the dynamite outrages. It will 
be made through tho Hon. Sackvillo 
West, the British minister at Washingtcui . 
The decision of the government in tliis 
matter has received fresh impetus from 
articles in tho Times and other papers. 
Friday's Spectator says : It has become a 
serious i|Uesti(iii wheilier the government 
shall ask \Vashiiii,'toii to aid in tlio 3U|j- 
pression nf the dynaniito nii.screants by 
signing a treaty binding bolh nations to 
make a conspiracy to injure foreii^ii cities 
or inciting thereto high penal oli'ences. If 
English desperadoes were plotting ordevii- 
ino lire or riots in Noiv York, the Americans 
would e.tpect the English Ljovernment to 
help them. Why is not the obligation re- 
ciprocated ? Congress cannot compel the 
State of Now York to alter its laws, bni 
it can sauction a treaty under which the 
con: ti iitioii takes precedence of munici- 
pal liW. 

Tho Saturday Review says: It may 
reasonably bo asked of the United .States 
that the present extraordinary facilities 
for conspirators be curtailed. But while 
onr own custom house oflicers are so la.\L 
ill allowing impiu-tatioii of dynamite we 
cannot s^rcally Ijlaine those of the I nitod 
States for not 3top|)ing its u.xport. It' 
England were at war with United 
States tho goveriiineiit at Washing- 
ton would bu compelled to siip- 
presB any assassination of citizens or 
the levying of private war against the 
EoKlish. Otherwise it would be a dis- 
grace to civilized belligerents and would 
provoke terrible reprisals. Because Eng- 
land is at peace with the United States 
it dues not follow that the government at 
Washington ought lo tolerate tho col- 
lection of a fund to pay for the destruc- 
tion of British proiierty and the slaughter 
of British subjects. Other papers are 
adopting similar views and siHi.aking in 
the same strain. The governnioiit is con- 
sidering the advisability of o.xtcnsiiui of 
the alien act so as to give greater force to 
tho e.xecutivo for o.xpulaion from United 
Kingdom of foreigners suspected ol 
criminal designs .against life and property. 

Lo.Niio.N, March ;!. -- In the house of 
lords Earl Clranville said tho reports of 
the immediate withdrawal of the British 
troops from Soudan was absolutelyuntrne. 
This statement was received with loud 
cheers. 

Lo.Niio.N, March I!. — .-^11 advices Irnni 
Triiikitat concur in acknowledging that 
the Arabs fought with desperate bravery. 
Oaman Digma, the rebel leader, who 
gained so easy and so signal a victory over 
Baker Paaha, upon almost the simie 
ground where he yesterday met with so 
decisive a defeat, brought ]'J,fll)0 men 
into the field. Most of these t-iok part 
ill the charge against tho Briiish linos. 
During the entire battle the .Vrab want of 
oTKanization and want of discipline con- 
stantly exposed them to the deadly ellect 
of the continuous lire which the British 
poured on thoin hour after Inuir. Not 
more than onu-lifth of Osinaii H force were 
armed with itemingteu rilles, the rost 
wort! supplied with scimitars and s[ji!ais, 
but neither the Romiiigtoii rille.s nor guns 
under the Arab's manipulation caused 
any loss among the Briiish. The wounds 
were received at close (|uarters during 
fanatical charges or rushes upon the 
troops. Few prisonora wore taken, and 
tho sudden retreat of the eiiciiiy causes 
considerable uneasiness here as to the 
value and results of the victory. 

London, March 3. — The Times say.i: 
We understand orders have been sent to 
General (iraham to retreat forthwith from 
'I'okaraiid arrange for the immediate trans 
port of troops to England. The I'jgyptiau 
people at Tokar kissed (Jeneral Graham's 
liands as he entered the town. There was 
great rejoicing. Tho enemy acknowledged 
Ij.'iOO of their number killed. 

Pahis, March !!. — .las. Stephens, a 
well known foiiian, ex[)ressea the opinion 
that tho Irishmen in America will ren- 
der it impossible for any cabinet to yiidd 
to England's demand in regard to dyna-, 
mito agitiitors. 

Lo.suoN, March. 3. — The police are do- 
ing their utmost to discover the authors of 
dynamite plots, but the success does not 
look very promising. They aro now trying 
to lind the cabman who a little before the 
Victoria explosion drove three men with 
an American trunk to a certain houso. 
Notices have been circulated describiiiL; 
two Irish Americans who arrived ,it 
Waterloo from Southampton Feb. iL'tli, 
having an .American trunk in their vn^s- 
session. 

An Irishman named Nelhs aurrenJereJ 
himself to the Greenock police, who says 
he knows the murderers of Lord Loitrim. 

London, March I). — The two fri.sli 
Americans wdio reached London from 
Southampton Feb. 12tli have been traced 
to the Waverly hotel, Portland street, 
where they arrived Fob. 20th, and left on 
the 25th. They are believed to be tho 
authors of the oulinge. A portion of the 
valise containing the infernal machine 
found in Paddington station, has been 
discovered in their room.

Lut us take 
the small and insignificant sum of live 
cents, which we daily i)ay to have our 
boots blacked, toride inacar thedistance 
we are able to walk, or to procure a 
bad cigar we are better without, and 
see what its value is in the cour.se of 
year.s. We will suppose a boy of 
fifteen, by blacking his own boots, or 
saving his car fare, or going without 
Ids cherished cigarette, |)uts by five 
cents a day; in one year he saves .$18- 
35, which being banked bears interest 
at the rate of .5 per cent per annum, 
compounded bi-year!y. On this basis, 
when oui' thrifty youth reache.-; the 
age of G5, having set his five cents per 
day religiously aside during fifty years 
the results is surprising. He has ac- 
cumulated no less a sum than .S^jSOS- 
17. A scrutiny of the progress of this 
result is interesting. At the age of 
thirty our hero had $395 ; at forty, 
.'?877;:it fifty, ■S1,G07; at sixty, .$2,902. 
After fifteen years' saving his annual 
interest more than equals his original 
principal; in twenty -five years it is 
more than double; in thirty-five years 
it is four time as much; in forty-five 
years it is eight times as much, and the 
last year's interest is •'JSC, or ten and a 
halftimes the annualsumhe puts by. The 
actual cash amount saved in fifty years 
is §912 50, the diflerence between that 
and the grand total of .$3,893 17 — viz., 
$2,980 67, is accumulated interest. 
What a magnificent premium for the 
minimum of thrift that can be well re- 
presented in figures!
